This is accomplished very] simply. The 


,crank shaft is stationary a'dd a sprocket 
wheel revolves on it on eacn side of the 
machine; on the ends of tbe crunk shaft 
outside of the sprocket wheels are fas- 
tened stationary arms, which carry the 
centre bearing of Ihe crack about two 
Inches forward. 
The crank la 8 lotted, 


and in this worksfc roller s:ud, which is 
fastened^ on the side cf the sprocket 
wheel, and the sprocket wbeels are con- 
nected in the usual maLner by chain to 
the rear wheel of tbe machine. When 
the crank is rotated at fc constant speed 
it carries' the sprocket wheel with it, but 
at a variable speed, so ttat, to get a con- 
stant speed on tbe sprjckiet wheel and 
through it on the machine, the crank has 
to be rotated with a variable motion—in 
Itsdownward course faster and upward 
slower.

Tlie .Princo of Wales gives in the 


course of the season certain special-din- 
ners ai Marlborough House, which in 


, many essential raspects differ from those 
which he attends at other people's 
houses. The guests do not number more 


gentlem6u \li attendance upon the prince 
and princess. 
When members of tho 


royal family arrive at Marlborongh 
Houso, at the outer gate, tho fact is at 
onco signaled from the lodge, sa that (he 
Prince and Priucess of Wales are never 
taken by surprise, but are in readiness 
to receive them. 


Tile dining room in which the bau- 
ict is served is a magnificently deco- 


rated apar4nient, v?ith a ceiling of white 
and gold. On tho wall on the left hand 
side is a great square of red prush to set 
off the presentations of plate v Inch have 
been made to their royal highnesses dur- 
ing the recent years. The Prince of 
Wales, as a host, sita not at tho end, but, 
in the middle seati afc tho sicUof a largo- 
and loug table. Table decorations are of 
a massive, ornate and ratber heavy 
character. A very high' cenfgrpiece is 
filled with flowers, aud more; blossoms 
are placed in tall vases resembling speci- 
men glasses. 


Probably Marlborough House is the 


only place in London in which the 
knives and forks are laid so curiously. 
To each guest two forka and no moreJ 
are provided, and these are placed prongs 
downward, reversing th|) USUL.! method. 
In addition^there is ono large "ablespoon 
and ono large knife. In no cir jurustance 
are two knives permitted upon the table 
simultaneously, and forlJais rule a very 
strange reason is assigned. His royal 
highness is very superstitious, and on 
no account will he incur the risk of 
having knives crossed inadvertently. 
The wineglasses are placed, by the bye, 
in a line as straight as a company of 
soldiers, and the services are sixuply fold- 
ed in two. Small water bottles are used, 
but apparently finger bow la are tabooed- 
i$.

Enormous quantities of citric acid are 


used in calicdprinting, in,pharmacy and 
in the preparation of artificial lemonade. 
About 1 ^ ounces (570 grains i of pore 
citric acid dissolved in a pint of water 
gives a solution which has tie average 
acidity of good lemon juice. When di- 
luted with several times its btlk of wa- 
ter, sweetened with sugar and scented 
with a single drop of essence of lemon, 
an artificial lemonade is cheaply pro- 
dnced, which is much used as a cooling 
drink in fever 'hospitals. 


Jt has alto been used in the navy as a 


substitute for Iresh lemon juice in the 
treatment or prevention of scurvy, but 
has been found much- less efficient. 
In 


(apt, this artificial lemonade is by no 
means equal to that made from pure 
lemon juice, \vhether nsec| at table or 
for invalids. Iu rhenmutifm or rheu- 
matic gout the fresl) juice of the lemon 
is preferred, on account of the bicitratp 
of potash which it contains, Pnre lemon 
juice is also a valuable renter y in sore
